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DETAILED ACTION 

1. The amendment filed 9/4/07 has been entered. Claims 1-3, 17, 18, 21, 22, 24-26, 28-30, 
33 and 34 are pending in the application. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not 
included in this action can be found in a prior Office action. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 

2. Claims 1-3, 17, 18, 21, 22, 24-26, 28-30, 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 1 12, first 
paragraph, as failing to comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains 
subject matter which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably 
convey to one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. The claims have been amended to recite that the 
compression is at "a temperature of not less than an ordinary temperature" however the original 
disclosure at the time of filing does not appear to provide support for this limitation. 

3. Claims 1-3, 17, 18, 21, 22, 24-26, 28-30, 33 and 34 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, 
second paragraph, as being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the 
subject matter which applicant regards as the invention. The term "an ordinary temperature" in 
claims 1,17, 24, and 29 is a relative term which renders the claim indefinite. The term 
"ordinary" is not defined by the claim, the specification does not provide a standard for 
ascertaining the requisite degree, and one of ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably 
apprised of the scope of the invention. The Examiner notes that the only place that recites 
"ordinary temperature" is with respect to the roll temperature, not the compression temperature, 
wherein a parenthetic expression is recited after the term and states "an environment suitable for 
human work". The Examiner notes that this term is also relative and does not clearly define the 
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term "not less than an ordinary temperature". Since the disclosure at the time of filing fails to 
provide any support or clear description for a compression temperature "not less than an ordinary 
temperature", one having ordinary skill in the art would not be reasonably apprised of the scope 
of the claimed invention and could not interpret the metes and bounds of the claim so as to 
understand how to avoid infringement.
